that the world supply of cotton p:ob- 
cbly will be about the same this sea- 
son as last, when it was 39,300.000 bales 
the 
Agricultural 
Department 
said 


Thursday that a probable increase in 
production this year may be off-set 
by the reduction in carryover on Aug- 
ust 1. 


Total 
foreign 
production probably 


will be larger than last year, the de- 
partment reported. It said, however. 
that on August 1, the world carry- 
over 
was about 2.900.000 bales less 


than a year ago. 


World consumption of all cotton din- 


ing the past year was reported slight - 
ly above the 10-year average, but th-> 
consumption of American cotton de- 
creased about 2,350,000 bale.s from the 
preceding season and about 2.275,0110 
bales below the average. 


Mill consumption of foreign grow tli.-i 


increased about 2.350.000 bales ovrr 
1933-1934, exceeding world consump- 
tion of American cotton by 2.800,000 
bales. During the 10 year period end- 
ins,- 1933-1934 the department said thut 
wcrld consumption of American cot- 
ton had exceeded that of foreign cot- 
ton by approximately 3,000,000 bales. 


Experts of American cotton during 


the year ending August 1 were report- 
ed at 4.800.000 running bales, or about 
2,700.000 bales less than in the pro- 
ceeding year and 3,100.1000 bales Ics* 
than the 10-year average.
